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New Industry Locates In Wilmington 


It was a red-letter night for TM 
Cushing, as he announced, to the 
Board of Selectmen, Monday night, 
that the firm of Raffi and Swanson 
were planning to locate in Wilming- 
ton. The full text of the announce- 
ment follows: 

“Raffi & Swanson, of Chelsea, 
Mass,, have just purchased the 
Lacquer Diyision of the Monsanto 
Chemical Co., Merrimac Division, 
and are planning to build their new 
plant in Wilmington. They have 
concluded an agreement to pur- 
chase land on Eames Street, North 
side, adjacent to the main line of 
the B&M and adjacent to land own- 
ed by Mr. Gray, This property is in 
the Heavy Industrial Zone, 

Mr, Swanson has indicated to the 
Town Manager that the construc- 
tion will begin within two weeks. 
,Careful investigation into the back- 
ground of this company has shown 
it to be sound, respectable and an 
asset to the community in which 
they were located. The Town Mana- 
ger has inspected both the Mon- 
santo Plant in Everett, and_ the 
Raffi and Swanson Plant in Chel- 
sea, and found them to be modern, 
safe and clean. There were no odors 
outside the buildings. There is a 
pleasant odor similar to the smell 
of nail polish remover inside the 
plant. It is the plan of Raffi and 
Swanson to begin the dismantling of 
its Monsanto Plant, for removal 
to Wilmington, where all clear lac- 
quers would be processed, while the 
colored processing would go to 
Chelsea, until such times as the lab- 
oratory facilities could be built in 
Wilmington. At that time it is plan- 
ned to move the Chelsea operation 
to Wilmington, after an office 
building has been constructed here.” 

There will be storage facilities on 
the plant site for such things as 
toluol, naptha, butylacetate, ethy- 
lacetate, ketonic solvents and al- 
cohol. 

A letter to the Town Manager, 
from the Monsanto Chemical Cor- 
poration, speaking of Nitro-Cellu- 
lose, one of the ingredients, says 
that this is shipped, and used wet, 
with 35% alcohol. It is classed as an 
inflammable, but will not detonate, 
and therefore is not classed as an 
explosive, It has been used by the 
Monsanto Company for 25 years 
without incident. 

The letter goes on to state that 
this material is sometimes mistaken 
for ,“gun-cotton” but that this is not 
confused.

The land which Raffi and Swan- 
son are purchasing extends along 
Eames Street for a distance of 
about 580 feet from the railroad, 
and North from Eames Street for 
a distance of about 940 feet along 
the railroad.

Report the number of the 
car. to the police. They will later ask you to sign a complaint. 
Do so, and don't be hesitant about it. Any person who would 
Shoot from the highway, or across the highway is a potenteial 
murderer, and it is up to an aroused citizenry to stop such 
practices.
